HE WAS A member of the
White House Review Commit-
tee on the Balance of Pay-
ments from 1963 to 1965, and
has been a consultant, lectur-
er and writer on economics
for more than 20 years.

“This study is by far the
most extensive and complex
we have undertaken in the
Focus series,” Hoadley said.

“Los Angeles County is the
economic hub of the south-
western United States. Its
population is exceeded by
only seven states; it is larger
in size than Rhode Island
and Delaware combined; and
is one of the nation’s primary
industrial, financial and com-
mercial centers.

“FEW AREAS of the United

States have undergone such a
dramatic change in the past
two decades,” he pointed out.
“The object of our study is to
provide a better understand-
ing of this change and its im-
plications for the future.”

The 64-page study is the
product of months of research
by a team of economists.
